Reasoned statement with regard to novelty, inventive step or industrial applicability;

The document WO-A-02/053307 (D1) is regarded as being the closest prior art to the 
subject-matter of independent claims 1 and 5, and shows a method and forming machine 
for deforming a workpiece as per the preamble of these claims. 

D1 discloses furthermore the feature in the characterising part of claim 1 , that values of 
one or more coordinates of the position of the extreme edge are measured during the 
deforming process, and the feature in the characterising part of claim 5, that the forming 
machine is furthermore provided with at least one detector (D1 , see reference numbers 46, 
48, 50, 52) for measuring values of one or more coordinates of the position of the extreme 
edge of the workpiece. 

The subject-matter of claims 1 and 5 differs from this known method and machine in the 
remaining features indicated in the characterising portions of claims 1 and 5. 

The subject-matter of claims 1 and 5 is therefore new (Article 33(2) PCT). 

The effect of these features is that workpieces having a complex shape can be formed and 
indentations can be avoided. 

The problem to be solved by the present invention may thus be regarded as to overcome 
the limitation to the production of cylindrical products as shown in D1 (increasing product 
range). 

The solution to this problem proposed in claims 1 and 5 of the present application is 
considered as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT). 

The specific ways of changing the deforming process as indicated in claims 1 and 5 are 
not disclosed or suggested in D1 or any other document cited in the search report. 

Claims 2-4 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements of the PCT 
with respect to novelty and inventive step. 

Claims 6-8 are dependent on claim 5 and as such also meet the requirements of the PCT 
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with respect to novelty and inventive step. 
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
